DETAILED ACTION 

This is response to amendment after Notice of Appeal filed 09/16/2010. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-10, 15-20 and 25-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest A method, an apparatus and an article of manufacture 
comprising a non-transitory computer readable storage medium embodying one or more 
instructions executable by a computer to optimizing execution of a query that accesses data 
stored on a data store connected to the computer comprising: wherein the selectivity estimate 
comprises a ratio of a cardinality of the automatic summary table to a product of cardinalities of 
base tables referenced in the automatic summary table and the query as recited in claims 5,15 
and 25. 

The prior art of record failed to teach or suggest A method, an apparatus and an article of 
manufacture comprising a non-transitory computer readable storage medium embodying one or 
more instructions executable by a computer to optimizing execution of a query that accesses data 
stored on a data store connected to the computer comprising wherein zero or more predicates of 
the query are applied by one of the automatic summary tables and wherein the remaining 
predicates are eligible to be applied on the automatic summary table as recited in claims 6, 16 
and 26.
